greateft alacrity, for it was known that we were 
to cover Breda againft any attacks, till it fhould

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moft heavy contributions, under pain of the 
@ guillotine, and their exactions they levied with 
the moft fummary military execution. . It was 
now not to make men free, as was at firft pre- 
tended, that they made war, but to feize on 
their property; and they introduced into the 
conquered countries, no part of their laws or 
conftitution, (if they had any) but their guil- 
lotine, and that was principally employed againit 
thofe who had property to pay the expence 

of their execution; this was now univerfally 
known in Flanders and Brabant. During the 
time we lay here we witnefled a grand military 
{fpeCtacles the Prince of Orange, accompanied by 

a very numerous train, came to view the Britifh 
army with great fplendour; amongft others in 
his train were Monfieur, brother to the late King 

of France, the Britifh Princes Erneit and Adel. 
*phus, with a number of Noblemen, and all the 
Generals and principal field officers of the Brithh, 
Hanoverian, Heflian, ,Dutch and Emigrant ar- 
mies, accompanied by their feveral aid-du camps, 

in the uniform of their refpective nations :~Alfo 
the Princefs of Orange, attended by a number 

of ladies in carriages, fome of which. were, of 
the moft fuperb kind... As the cavalcade pafled 
-,in front of each regiment, each band of mufic 
\we ftruck up “* Gogh fave the King”; the regiments

officers, ranged in proper order, faluted as they 
pafied. The Prince of Orange rode firft, with

‘cularly the Prince of Oange, which was a very 
magnificent one, fet with diamonds; there were 
feveral other ftars in the train, of lefs magni- 
tude, but which added neverthelefs to the bril- 
liancy of the fcene. On the whole, this was 
certainly.” a moft beautiful military fight. So 
4 micefs, noblemen and general officers, 
uperbly dreffed in the uniforms of their 
nations, and mounted on beautifulyehargers, 
richly caparifoned: it infpired the fpeCtator with 
an idea of thofe antient times, when the Knights 
‘of chivalry, with their Efquires, ufed to aflem- 
ble from all parts of the world, accoutred in as 
many different coats of armour, to celebrate 
thofe famous #i/ts and tournaments, which ufed ‘ 
-fo much to excite the attention of the world. 
» he Prince of Orange and his attendants, ex- 
f prefied the greateft degree of pleafure and fatis- 
faction at the appearance of our army, and the 
attention that was fhewn him; he very gene- 
f 







roufly ordered every man an allowance of {pi- 
rits, and the day was confecrated to feftivity; for 
although thus fituated on a blfk common, and 
without any other covering than a thim canvas, 

yet 
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yet there. was continually fome amufement or 
other going on amongft the foldiers off duty; 
efpecially when the weather was favourable : 
amongft other ludicrous ceremonies, that ob- 
ferved on a foldier’s wedding fhould not. be for- 
got; for as it frequently happened that fome 
poor fellow got pop’t off in a fkirmifh, or died 
a natural death, and left a widow behind him to 
lament his lofs; his comrade, to thew his friend- 
fhip, would generally dry up the widow’s.tears 
as foon as poffible, after the burial, and fre- 
quently would not fuffer her to remain in a ftate 
of widowhood more than two or three days; 
on whi ccafion, after the ufual marriage ce-

-about four miles infront of Grave. It-was late 


at night before the rear of the army got up, and 
a8 the marchhad been very fpeedy and fatiguing, 
as foon as the line was formed, the men were 


' Jaid down and afleep inftantly, covered with

their blankets and their arms piled in front, with 
the bathorfes and baggage in the rear; this re- 
cord was but of fhort duration, for about mid- 

night ;

night, the whole line was fuddenly roufed by a 


general alarm, andthe cry of “ ftand to your 
arms, ftand to your arms, the French cavalry 
are charging.” a 
" Every one was “upon his legs and the line 
formed in an inftant, and each, between fleep 
and waking was enquiring what was the matter, 
though no one could tell ; after a fhort time the 
Duke rode down the line, informing the troops, 
that it could not be any thing more than a falfe 
alarm, for that it could not be poffible for an 
enemy to come upon the camp without firft driv- 
in the picquets, and which were all quiet; he 
therefore defired the men to lie down again, 
and he would make the neceflary enquiry, what 
could have occafioned fo fudden an alarm in the 
camp; the men were very gladtocompofe them- 
felves to fleep again, asit was after the day’s 
march, much more refrefhing, than to have en- 
countered the French army at midnight. 


_ Tuefday, 16th September. _ This morning 

every one was anxious to know what could. YF 
been the caufe of the alarm, when at leng 
_was found to have been occafioned by. the 

lowing circumftances; fome of the foldiers a 


came firft upon the ground havi ng been’ out Up- 
on the forage, had fell in with fome bee hives ;

at fome of the neighbouring farm houfes ; this 
being a plentiful part of the country for honey, 
they thought it no very great crime to fhare 
fome of it with the farmers, and they accord- 
ingly brought into camp a great number of the 
hives, fome of which had the bees in them, 
which being thus difturbed, were flying about 
the camp in the night, and fome of them light- 
ing upon one of the horfes in the rear, had 
ftung him in fo violent a manner, that he broke 
the halter with which he was tied to the picquet 
poft, and through the {mart oceaftoned by the 
ftings, he had galloped through fome of the fol- 
diers who were lying afleep, and capering and 
rearing among the firelocks which were piled, he 
had thrown downa great number, which to 
the men fcarcely wakened had given the idea of 
the clafhing of arms; and they conluding it 
could be nothing but the enemy charging, had 
immediately given the alarm, which in an in- 
. ftant became univerfal.. This ludicrous bufinefs 
occafidned a great deal of diverfion forfometime 
after, everyone rallying his neighbour on the 
violent hafte he fhewed to meet the enemy, andy 
the foldiers gave this tremendous bufinefs the 

tame of the “ battle of the bees.”

At ten o’clock this morning we continued 
out march, and about noon paffed. through 
’ Grave 


. 
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Grave, with drums beating, colours flying, 
and all the honours of war; this circumftance, 
however was very highly cenfured by many old 
officers, as we were at this particulartime, and 
had been for fome time paft in full retreat be- 
fore the enemy, and it was thought by fome, ra- 
ther too much of the French Gafconade for a 


retreating army to aflume to themfelves all the 
honours of a conquering one. 


From the time of our leaving the camp near 
Bois-le-Duc; the advanced guards of the French 
army were conftantly in fight of, and fkirmifhing 
with our rear guard, in which our light dra- 
goons generally proved their accuftomed fupe- 
riority, not only in their fighting, but alfo in 
the fatigues and hardthips which both the horfes 
and men went through fo much better than 
thofe of the enemy. We marched through 
Grave without halting in the place, and crofied 
the river Meufe, (which runs by the walls of 
this fortrefs) over a bridge. of boats, conftruéted 
for thepurpofeof the paflage ofour army; theriver 

- here is about 250 yardsbroad, and the current is 
rapid, and the bridge through which we paffed 
was wide enough ‘to admit the paflage of five or 

fix horfes a breaft, and over it paffed all our can- 
nons, ammunition and waggons, &c. withoutthe 
teaft inconvenience, or accident whatever. One 


Neds = : 
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Britifh regiment, the 37th foot, under the 
command of Major Baird, was left in Grave, 
the remainder of the garrifon was compofed of 
Hanoverians, Emigrants, &c, (the whole 
amounting to 1000 men) under the command of 
a Swifs Officer, Col. de Bois, who afterwards 
proved his fkill and courage by the gallant de- - 
fence he made, when befieged in this place, 

though contrary to the inclination of the inha- 
bitants, who did not wifh to undergo the hor- 
rors of a fiege and bombardment. 


We took up our ground about fix miles from 
Grave, and about half way between that place 
and Nimeguen, near the village of Whychen, 
where head quarters were eftablifhed ; the great- 
eft part of our army were now detached to co- 
ver the banks of the Meufe, and prevent any 
attempts of the enemy paffing that-river, which 
our army covered for a {pace of more than eigh- 
ty Englith miles, our cordon or chain of pofts 
commencing at Venlo, from which place to 
Well, our Huffars and light dragoons were fta- 
tion, from Well to Afferden the remainder of 
the cavalry was encamped, and from Afferden 
to Grave the Hanoverian army were ftationed ; 


Venloo is about 40 miles from Grave by. the * 
. courfe of ‘the river Meufé, and Well about 30 


miles ; the Hanoverian General Count Walmo- 
- den 
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den was ftationed at Well, he had the imme 
diate command of the Hanoverianarmy ; be- 
low Grave were pofted the Britifh, Heffian and 
Emigrant troops, extending on the banks of 
the Meufe below Gorcum, a fpace of not lefs 
than 40 miles, fo that it was concluded the 
French would it a very difficult matter to crofs 
the river, and itcould be paffed only by pontoons 
which would have been very dangerous to at- 
tempt, in the prefence of our army. The whole” 
body of the French army was at this time en- 
camped about nine miles from Grave, near Rav- 
eftyn; they appeared to have abandoned the 
fiege of Breda, and to have direéted their prin- 
cipal force towards this quarter, as they had 
now confiderable bodies of troops before Bois- 
le-Duc, Creve Coere, and the neighbourhood, 
and it feemed evident that they had formed the 
bold but aangerous refolution of penetrating in- 
to Holland at all events, even without poffefling 
themfelves of many of the frontier garrifons, 
which had hitherto been deemed neceffary, be- 
fore fuch an enterprife could have been under- 
taken; and which had it failed, would have in- 
' -volved the total ruia of their whole army. 


Sunday, a1ft September. The French re- 
mained very quiet on the oppofite fide of the 


river, and hadnot yet approached near Grave in 
aa any 
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aby great force," large parties of workmen from 
our army were fent daily acrofs the Meufe, who 
were employed in making batteries and throw- 
ing up works in the neighbourhood of Grave 
for the defence of that place, which from its 
fituation could not be inundated. The river 
Meufe in fome parts is not more than fifty or 
fixty yards acrofs, and our centries, and thofe of 
the enemy who ftood on the oppofite banks, con- 


-verfed very freely together without any danger 
of the French firing, though they would con- 


_anfwer any purpofe whatever. — 


ftantly endeavour tofhoot the Emigrants and the 
Hanoverians, to whom they bore a very great 
hatred; one day in particular they liad been fir- 
ing atour fentries for feveral hours, without 
having ‘a fingle thot returned, when at laft a 
French officer came to the fide of the river 
and taking off his hat, apologized in very good 
Englith for his men firing, faying they miftook 
our fentries for Hanover-men or they would 
not have fired. It muftbe obferved that the 
Hanoverian rifle-men frequenrly popt off fome 
of the French foldiers acrofs the river, which 
might be: the -occafion of’ the French fentries 


bearing fo muchenmity towards them more than 


to the Englith, who never fired at them, as it 
was ordered to every fentinel going on duty, not 
to fire at thofe of the enemy, ‘as it could not 


se Manity 
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Monday.22d September. This day that part 
of our army which was encamped near Wychen 
moved five miles to the left, higherup the Meufe 
taking up their ground on an eminence, com- 
manding a very extenfive profpect of the fur- 
rounding country, and the river Meufe for fe- 
veral miles; this fituation alfo commanded a 
view of Grave, from which it was diftant about 
feven or eight miles: Head Quarters were now* \) 
eftablifhed at Cranenbourg, a confiderable town 
in the Dutchy of Cleves, and which was at the 
diftance of two or three miles from the camp. 
This day thedFrench made their firft attack upon 
the out pofts, about fix miles from Grave, up- 
on.the Great road leading towards Bois-le-Duc. 
‘They fent immediately, from the out-pofts to 
Grave for a reinforcement, the garrifon beat 
to arms and every man flew to his poft ; a heavy 
cannonade and difcharge of mufquetry took’ 
place in front, from which the firing afterwards 
proceeded to the right and left of the out-pofts 
in a femicircle, it was therefore fuppofed that 
the enemy were approaching to inveft the place, 
and the miferable inhabitants, greatly alarmed, - 
fled in crowds towards Nimeguen, carrying 
away with them their young children, and any 
little bundle they could bear; it was certainly 
a very affecting fight ; families who had lived: 
in happinefs and affluence, reduced to the necef- 
: * fity 
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¥ of quitting their habitations and their pro- 

‘petty, and not knowing where to find an afylum 
obs Freal fraternization, or in other words, 

 Tapacity and plunder; great numbers of the 
wretched inhabitants went to Nimeguen, where 
the people were almoft as much alarmed as at 
Grave. Areinforcement of cavalry was fent 
out. on the firft alarm, and the Emigrant regi- 
ement of Damas, (Huflars) raifed for the fer- 
vice of Great Britain behaved very gallantly in 
this fkirmifh, charging the enemy fword in hand 


and at the fame time crying out ‘ Vive-le-Roi’’: 


they killed twenty two French dragoons, and 
brought in feveral prifoners and horfes, without 
the lofs of a fingle man: their Major was flight- 
ly wounded, having his knee fhattered by a muf- 
quet ball; this action gained the regiment very

This day all 
were in high fpirits at. fome news which ar- 
rived from Maeltricht, by the way of Nime- 
guen ; it was reported that General Clairfayt 
had defeated the French army between Liege and 
Maeftricht, and had taken a great deal of their 
baggage; and that the baggage of the Auftrians _ 
which had been ordered acrofs the Rhine, ‘was 
ordered to remain where it was: this account 
gave great pleafure to every one, as it was con 
cluded that if the news was true, General Clair- 
fayt’s army would be enabled to co-operate with 
ours. <A bridge of boats was now conftruéted 
at Nimeguen over the river Waal, upon the 
fame plan as the one over the Meufe at Grave, 
it being neceflary for the Britifh army, in cafe 
the oo fucceed in their attempts to 
crofs the Meufe, as well as on account of the 
Britith Hofpitals, which were now on_ the other 
fide of the Waal.
